Warfaw, Aug 4. QO. S. 
E have received the follewing Account from 
Caminiec, of the Paflage of the Ruffian Ar- 
my over the Neifter, and the Motfons made there 
upon by the Turks and Tartars. 

The Army under the Velt-Marfhal Count de Mu- 
pich pafé'd the Neifter on the 19th and 2oth of July, 
O S. near Grodeck, Sienkow, and Coladrubla, while 
Lieutenant General Baron de Lowendahl ftay’d be- 
hind to cover his Paflage ; as did alfo feveral thou- 
fand Coffacks, in order to difturb the Tartars, who 
were encamp'd near Caminiec. By means of thefe 
Dilpofitions, the Kaffian Army bas happily pafi'd the 
Neifter, without the leaft ObfiruGion from the Ene- 
my; for the Tartars knew nothing of it till fome 
Days afier, when a Coffack Officer, that was taken 
Prifoner and carry’d before the Sultan of Bialagrod, 
told him, thac the Army was on the zoth got over 
the Neifter, and that General Munich had lef; only 
fome thoufand Coffacks behind, rhe better to conceal 
his Defign. This News put the Tartars into fuch a 
Rage, that they went Sword in Hand to their Sultan, 
and upbraided him for his Negligence in miffing the 
Opportunity of atracking the Ruffians, and expref- 
fing their uneafy Apprehenficns, that their Wives, 
Children and Effe€s on the other Side of the River 
were in danger of falling a Prey tothe Enemy. Thefe 
Tartars were fo exafperated, that fome of them left 
the Sultan without hearing what he had to fay. We 
are juſt now inform'’d, that he has pafs’'d the Nei- 
fier with his Tartars, and that the Turks have done 
the fame, in order to purfue Goneral Munich's Ar- 
my. I'he 12000 Men commanded by the Lieute- 
nant General de Lowendahl, and which remain’d on 
the other Side of the River, are likewife pafi'd over, 
as are alfo the Coflacks, fo that the whole Ruffian 
Army-ts now in Moldavia. The Detachmenta of Tar- 
tars chat are likewife in Podolia have pafs'd the Nei- 
ficr near Zwanirz, Biclowka and UfCiez, and fince 
that there has not been one of them feen in that Pala- 
tinate, where their Abfence is look’d upon asa great 
Happinefs, tho" rhe Tartars and Turks copether have 
by their long Stsy there fcarce left them any other 
Comfort in the World. The March of the Rufliane 
iato Moldavia {preads a Confternation throughout | 
that Province and Wallachia, where the Inhabirants 
are flying from all Parts towards the Neifter, which 
River they sre continually pafling Day and Night, in 
order to take Refuge on the Polith Territory. Ti⸗ 
belicv’d, that the Bafha of Bender ard two other Ba- 
thas, who are aflembling the Turkith Troops on the 
other Side of the Neifter, have a Defign to cut off 
the Ruffian Army in ire March towards Hungary. 

Belgrade, Fuly 28. O. 8. One of the Enemy's Cen- 
voys of Provifions paffing to their Camp from Niffa, 
came fo near as to be within Shot of our Cannon, and 
was it'd upon from our Battcries, and put into Con- 
fufion.
